BERLIN, Oct. 18.—-{[By wireless.}—In 
answer to the views of Gens. Joffre and 
Haig ae to the result o. the Anglo- 
French offensive on the Somme the mil- 
iitary critic of the Overseas News agen- 
cy, a semi-official bureau, writes:

This 0 
called strategy ot wearing out their op- 
ponents has accomplishea little, as is 
proved by the g: eat successes gained by 
the central powers. 

The glorious victories in the Balkans 
and in Transylvaula after the heavy 
fighting on the Somme and in Galicia 
further prove that thelr morale cannot 
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have been lowered by systematic pres- 
sure,’ but rather must have been uplift- 
ed. E 

- Upper Hand in Balkans. 
“In the Halkan war theater. Where, 
according to the unanimous declaration 
of the entente, the decision must Bs 
reached, the centfal powers have 
toriously gained the in.tiative. 3 
they dictate the law of action to 
enemies. The plan of the entente in the 
Balkans failed completely, in spite of 
Roumania’s entrance into the war. 

„ Roumania, which was expected to 
bring a decision for the ertente, ie rath- 


complete failure of their 
Galicia, in which they suffe e ous 
losses, are debilitated to such a degree 
that they are obliged to leave Roumama 
to her fate. 

“ The entente repeats from time to 
time the asgeveration that wermany is 
exhausted, but this claim is merely 
empty words.

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NOSEBLEED. 

N the ordinary case of nosebleed the 
logs of blood will stop spontaneous- 
ly in a few minutes if the sufferer 
will remain quiet. In some cases the 
loss of a few teaspoonfuls of blood 
and, 
therefore, it is just as well to wait a 
few minutes for spontaneous stoppage. 
When the time to do something ar- 
rivee it is well to make use of the 
‘Simplest procedures possible. Grasp the 
soft part of the nose between the thumb 
and index- finger in such a way as to 
close doth nostrils and press the wings 
of the nose against the septum. The 
septum is the partition which sep- 
arates the nostrile from each other. 
The head is then leaned forward with- 
out bending the neck. After about 
ten minutes the pressure of the fingers 
on the nostrils is very slowly and grad- 
vally lessened. Five minutes should be 
consumed in turning the nose loose. In 
the majority of instances the bleeding 
takes place from a vessel within the 
territory pressed upon. When such 
is the case the pressure is reagonably 
certain to stop the hemorrhage. 
The method is also efficacious when 
the bleeding point is higher up. The 
method of cure in that case is as fol- 
lows: The nostrils fill up with blood. 
The blood coagulates. The clot stops 
the hemorrhage. It is good judgment

Other household measures that are of 
service are: The application of ice to 
the nose or to the back of the neck and 
the Injection of cold or hot (not scald- 
ing) water into the nose. Prolonged 
pressure on the artery which lies just 
In front of the ear sometimes stops 
nosebleed This artery can be seen or 
felt pulsating directly in front of the 
ear canal Im somé cases the hemor- 
rhage will stop if ice cold vinegar and 
water, half and half, is injected into 
the nose. 
Care to prevent strangling must be 
exercised when any liquid is injected 
into the nostrils. 

If these methods fafl the physician 
must be called upon. He usually exam- 
ines the membrane for the bleeding 
point. If he finds it he may touch it 
with caustic or some milder applica- 
tion. Or, this failing, he will probably 
pack the nose. 

There are many causes for nose 
bleed. ‘This explaing why some cases 


are easier remedied than others. Among 


the causes are the following: 

1. Too much blood. Where nosebleed 
comes along with a severe congestive 
headache it gives relief. A certain 
amount of 9 helps. 

2. Overexertion. The nosebleed which 


comes on while children are playing 
hard belongs in this group. The bleed-

She died in England as the wife of 
an American physician, a Dr. John 
Nicholls of St. Louis, but played dur- 
ing the lifetime of her first husband, 
Sir Philip Miles, a most important role 
in the life of the sixth Duke of Rut- 
land, and was to such an extent the 
heroine of his existence that he never 
married. 

At the duke's death it was found that 
he had bequeathed to her his mag- 
nificent steam yacht, the Lufra, with 
all the personal property of which he 
could dispose, including horses, car-; 
riages, furniture, and even a quantity 
of gold and silver plate, all adorned 

the ducal arms of Rutland. There. 

likewise a large amount of ready 
sie hes left to her, and it was found 
that she had in her possession, too, the 
entire collection of the superb Rutland 
family jewels. 

Although these were heirlooms and 
formed part of thg entailed estates, 
Lady Miles absolutely declined to give 
them up to the duke’s younger brother 
and successor (the father of the 
ent duke), putting forward the plea 
that they had been given to her for 
life by the sixth duke, and that it was 
not until her demise, therefore, that 
they would revert to the title. 

Nor was it until legal proceedings nad 
been actually commenced against her 
by the seventh and late Duke and 
Duchess of Rutland that she sur- 
rendered the gems. She was likewise 
forced to accept a compromise, accord- 
ing to the terms of which she sur- 
rendered a considerable portion of the 
bequests, keeping, however, the money 
and the steam yacht Lufra. 

The publicity of her quarrel with the 
late Duke and Duchess of Rutland on 
the subject of the estate left by the 
sixth duke served to seriously damage 
her position in the county society of 
Somersetshire, and the role which she 
played in the divorce case of Lord and 
Lady ‘Colin Campbell had the effect of 
completing her social ostracism. For 
although Lady Colin Campbell won her 
case against Lord Colin, yet her evi- 
dence and thaf of her friend and sup- 
porter; Lady Miles, were so unpleasant 
that society from thenceforth closed its 
doors against them.

Dr. Herzog's Explanat‘on, 

Dr. Herzog's statement follows: 

The research work on which I re- 
ported tonight was done in the 
laboratory of pathology of the Cook 
county hospital by myself and Dr. 
John W. Nuzum. 

Our findings so far have been as 
follows: , 

We obtained from postmortem ma- 
terial and from the cerebro-spinal 
fluid of patients s microbe, a 80 
called coccus, and we were able to 
produce with pure cultures from it 
the disease in monkeys and in rab- 
bits and possibly also in some other 


species. 
These findings may be of more or 
tess value. They are somewhat in 
contrad ction to the findings of Eu- 
ropean investigators and those of Dr. 
Piexner and his co-workers of the 
Rockefeller institute of New York. 
Our investigations throw consider- 
able doubt upon this view. Anyhow, 
the coccus or microbe which we have 
found must have some reia*‘on to the 
mysterious ease and its finding 
may lead to @ better knowledge of 
the mode of spread, of an early diag- 
nosis and possibly also to a specific 
treatment of the disease. This is all 
that can be said at the present st 
of the investigations, which are to 
continued.
